There is little that is new to report in respect to the staples

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of canned goods. Conditions as reported last week remain 
largely as they were then, and there has been no notable fluctu- 
tion in values. Corn is probably in little better request, and 
correspondingly in a little better price. Well-informed parties 
say that an immense amount of corn has been passed to the 
retailer and is going rapidly into consumption among the people. 
Our reports lend color to the belief that the weakness in the 
Northwest has passed and that corn has seen its lowest price on 
the pack of 1905, and that it will quietly and steadily improve in 
value from now until next pack. 


Tomatoes are perhaps a little weaker, goc. to g5c. being the ~ 


quotations for regular No. 3 standard tomatoes, but the situation 
in respect to them has not altered. There are some parties who 
expect to see the repetition this year of the situation of three 
years ago, when tomatoes went up as high as $1.60 per dozen, 
going first to $1.25 and then jumping rapidly to higher figures. 
We do not believe in any such development; we do not wish to 
see it; we think it would be a disadvantage to all tomato packers, 
and we believe a buoyant and elastic market at the present 
values of goc. to $1.00 will give a very much better result in 
1906 than would higher figures. One of the peculiarities of this 
season is the boom that has been given by some kind of circum- 
stances to buyers’ labels. In nearly all cases the largest and 
most reputable packers are catering to the force that holds the 
best goods for buyers’ labels and quotes the house goods at a 
little less rates. It would be well for packers to understand that 
such methods as this are positively suicidal. It will end either in 
their being merely the agents of buyers as packers, or of continu- 
ally cutting down their price under the same conditions that now 
prevail. 

Brokers report that there has been good business during the 
week on nearly all lines of goods including the minor lines, and 
we cannot remember when the prospect for a fine season was bet- 
ter than it is now for a good year in 1906. 


The steady sales of peas during the past two months have 
put that article into very good position throughout the country. 
Packers generally are well sold out and one of the best features 
of the situation is that the heavy carrying of peas in the north- 
west has been disposed of; and at the present day the market is 
safe from all danger of sacrifice realization. 

It would seem almost as if pineapple at present was to be- 
come an exception to the general rule of canned goods in the hol- 
iday season. There have been very heavy sales during the past 
two weeks of this excellent fruit and if there were any doubts 
as to its holding its value they have been dispelled. No. 2 stand- 
ard sliced E. & C. are quoted at $1, not E. & C. goc.; seconds are 
held at 80c for the E. & C. and at 72% for notE.& C. Extra 
fancy E. & C. are quoted at $1.75 to $1.80; standards grated 
No. 2 $1.10 to $1.20; extra $1.35, fancy $1.80. No. 3 pie grat- 
ed in water 65c, in syrup 7oc; gallon pie grated in water $1.80, 
in syrup $1.90. 

Oysters are being received in quantities not as large as the 
factories desire, as a result cove oysters are stronger in tone. 
Some very fine select stock however is being packed and held at 
good figures, 5 oz. standards are quoted at 75¢; 10 oz. at $1.50; 
4 oz. at 65c, and 8 oz. at $1.30; 6 oz. are held at $1.25, and 12 
oz. at $2.35. 

In tomatoes standard No. 3 are quoted at g5c and extras at 
$1.15. Gallon standards at $3.15; No. 3 seconds at 85c, and 
No. 2 seconds at 55c. 

In canners’ supplies the principal interest centers in the 
change in prices of American Can Co. can prices. Last week we 
noted a cut in the prices of No. 1 and No. 2, and this week we 
add to this a cut in No. 3 and gallons. With advancing prices 
on pig tin and lead and an indication that they will go higher, it 
is not easy to see the reason or cause of this cut, unless it is to 
give the early buyers the advantage of the cut in tin plates. 

The prices now are: No. 1 S. H., $9.50; No. 2S. H., 
$12.50; No. 2 P. H., $13.00; No. 3, $16.50; No. 3 Jersey, 
$17.50, and gallons, $40.00." Independent prices have followed 
them and are quoted about the same.

THE TRADE. 9 


New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, Nov. 22.—The market has been rather quiet 
during the week, with sales limited to actual requirements or to 
the routine necessities of the trade. Comparatively little buying 
of a large character has been done, with possibly a few excep- 
tions here and there. Business in nearly all instances is confined 
to what is actually wanted at the moment. Buyers are careful 
about making purchases, assuming that trade is not as active as 
it might be at this season, consequently that it would be difficult 
to get rid of surplus stock. Conditions like these hamper trade. 
Meanwhile jobbers are busy shipping goods to retailers for the 
Thanksgiving trade. A good demand for this purpose is 
reported, and it appears as though there would be good business 
in the retail and throughout the holidays. Later this will react 
upon jobbers and packers, and trade in a large way will be 
better. 

Tomatoes.— The tone of the market is still weak, though 
advices from the South declare that the number of sellers at the 
inside quotation is small and steadily decreasing. The slow de- 
mand from jobbers and the stringency in the money market are 
cited as the chief, if not the only, causes for the present light 
movement. Most holders are, nevertheless, firm in their views, 
and some confidently predict $1.25 goods before the winter is 
over. Anything approaching active buying would, it is con- 
tended, in view of the light holdings, result in an immediate 
upturn in values. Meanwhile it is still possible to buy standard 
Maryland 3s at goc., though nearly all holders are insisting upon 


92%4c. to g5c. to 97%4c. It depends upon the situation with re- 
spect to the individual holders. If they are in need of money 
they will sell at goc., but if they are reasonably well situated 
they will not consider such a proposition for a moment. It is 
known, however, that total holdings are light and that will 
eventually mean a higher and better market. 

Peas.—The market is not quite as active, but offerings of 
good quality stock at a range of values within the views of pos- 
sible buyers results in immediate purchases and the number thus 
offering goods is steadily declining. There is every indication 
that peas will be scarce and good property before spring. 

Corn.—The market is a shade more active, but without 
change of values. Moreover, no large lots are changing hands. 
Even at the inside quotations buyers are so critical as to quality 
that it is extremely difficult to do business. The situation as to 
supplies and general values remains substantially unchanged. 
There is, however, a better feeling in the market and business 
promises to improve. 

Salmon.—All varieties are quiet, but firm, with low grades 
held stiffly at quotations. Fancy chinook is scarce and prices 
are high and firm. It is practically impossible to secure any con- 
cessions at all. There is little in first hands. It would be easy 
to sell a considerably larger quantity than is available at full 
prices. There will be a large business in salmon later in the 
winter, according to the views of some prominent interests, but 
where the stock is coming from is net so clear. It will cause a 
firmer and higher market than now exists once it begins. 

Sardines.—Only small lots as wanted are changing hands 
now. The market remains steady at full quotations, but, aside 
from that, the feeling is unchanged. Packing is about over for 
the season, and nearly all the stock has passed from the hands of 
packers. 

Fruits.—The market for all varieties remains rather quiet, 
but is firm and shows no material change from last reports.

Alaska Red Salmon Increase. 


Harry Clifford Fassett, fishery expert of the Albatross, and a member 
of the Alaska Fisheries Commission, said while in Seattle, in a recent inter- 
view on the Alaska salmon condition: ‘‘Under the present laws and condi- 
tions and with the continuation of the present work of the United States 
Bureau of Fisheries, there is no danger of the depletion of the salmon indus- 
try in Alaska. The present laws are fully adequate if they are enforced as 
they have been during the past summer. The first government hatchery to 
be established in Alaska out of the $50,coo appropriation made for that 
purpose is the McDonald hatchery, at McDonald Lake, on Yes Bay. When 
completed, this hatchery will have a capacity of 50,0 0,000 eggs. While 
the ccnstruction on the hatchery was not commenced until last July, the 
work was pushed so rapidly that it is now being operated to a portion of its 
capacity. The last report which I received stated that there were 7,000,000 
eggs taken at the hatchery, and it was expected to increase this number.” 
Speaking about the fisheries in Alaska, he says: ‘‘While I am supposed to 
be the fishery expert of the Albatross, which has been operating in north- 
ern waters, I have been on shore duty for the past two vears, during which 
time I have been busy with investigations of all Alaska fisheries, and have 
assisted F. M. Chamberlain, in charge of the scientific work of the Albatross, 
in preparing the life history of young salmon. 

“The first work of the Albatross in the Alaska fisheries was in 1897, 
when it was first discovered that nearly every stream in Sontheastern Alaska 
inhabited by the red salmon had been barricaded, and already salmon were 
commencing to die off in these streams. Cannery superintendents and 
fishermen generally denied any knowledge of the barricades. We com- 
menced to remove the obstructions, and the effect of this work is shown by 
the fact that during the seasons of 1904 and 1905 there were as many red 
salmon taken in Alaska as ever before, with less canneries. 

“The weekly closed season law is being rigidly enforced. The cannery- 
men realize that it is to their interest to observe the law, and the Indians 
are so jealous of each other that any violations are reported, so that it may 


be said that during the past year there has been no fishing during the 
thirty-six hour weekly closed perisd. At Ketchikan a new winter industry 
is just being established, which provides a means of support for the resi- 
dents of that section during the winter months. The new industry is fish- 
ing for king salmon with trawls. The fish taken are placed on ice and 
shipped to Seattle. Last winter was the first time this class of fishing was 
engaged in, and during this winter it will be more extensive than before. 
In past years Ketchikan has been simply a summer fishing point, there 
being no labor obtainable in the winter months. 

“This has been the most difficult year to secure labor that I have known 
during my connection with the department. A great deal of delay was oc- 
casioned by this fact in the construction of the hatchery at Yes Bay, and 
the other work of the department where skilled labor was required.”’ 


No Place Decided Upon. 


On Tuesday, Nov. 21st, there was a meeting held in Chicago 
of the Presidents of the various Associations—The Atlantic 
States—the Western and the Machinery and Supplies Associa- 
tions and others to determine upon the next meeting place of the 
February Convention. We are just in receipt of word from 
President G. G. Bailey of the Atlantic States Association, that 
no decision was reached in the matter. 

Instead it was decided to leave the choice of a place to the 
three Presidents, and they will, no doubt, soon announce a deci- 
sion. We are sorry to learn of this delay, as it is now late, and 
any further delay may detract from the interest and attendance 
at the meeting. It only emphasises the mistake that has been 
made in recent years in not naming the next meeting place at 
the Convention each year. This should be decided upon before 
the meeting adjourns each year, as it is done in all commercial 
bodies with the exception of these Associations. 

By so doing interest in the next meeting could be worked up 
during the entire year, and the present uncertainty and conten- 
tion would be removed. 

We are not unmindful of the reasons given for the present 
method nor of the actual object of doing it in this way, but it is 
not right, and has worked much harm to the Associations them- 
selves, and should be, once and for all, done away with and the 
right method adopted.

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

Tomatoes are easy in tone and without much movement. The offerings 
of second-hand lots continue below first-hand quotations. The future of the 
tomato market is regarded as promising, but it is evident that the back of 
the speculation has been broken. Corn is moving out well, the low prices 
facilitating the sale, but buyers are particular as to quality, even if price is 
phenomenally low. A better tone appears to be developing in good standard 
corn, An Aberdeen (Md.) firm says: ‘‘ Buyers are willing to take fair- 
sized lots, providing they can get anything like fair quality under 5o0c., and 
some buyers are willing to waive the idea of getting the best qualities at the 
lowest prices. Heavy increased consumption of corn early in the season 
will undoubtedly bring a change in conditions for the better later on.’’ In 
the market for peas the interest formerly noted continues, and the steady 
call is gradually causing an improvement of the cheaper brands. Western 
offerings are said to be cleaned up, and New York State peas are held with 
more confidence. In the market for canned fruits apples show their pre- 
vious firmness. At Baltimore stocks are small and gallons are firm at $2.20 
to $2.30 and No. 3s at 7oc. to 72'%sc. f. 0. b. Peaches are showing the most 
activity of any of the fruits, and market is firm. Apricots are steady. 


salmon is selling moderately at firm prices.—Jerchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 

If there has been any change in the tomato market during the past 
week, it is a shade of increased firmness. The general market ranges from 
gsc. to $1.00, with some still about, mostly off-grades, at 92%c. The 
market is steady, with a good undertone. Corn is still greatly depressed, 
but the demand for cheap corn has been and is large, and a better feeling 
later on seems to be expected in some quarters. Under-grade corn is now 
selling below the cost of production, which condition is always a strong 
basis for an advance. Better grades of corn, though relatively just as cheap, 
are neglected. Peas are in good demand, particularly for the lower grades. 
The market is in good shape. Peaches are slow and unchanged. The

Baltimore general line of small canned goods is in the main unchanged, the 
most notable change being a slight decline in spinach, due to good pack. 
California canned goods are in practically no demand whatever from first 
hands, as delivery of futures is still proceeding. Apples are unchanged, 
nothing in New York State brands being obtainable under £2.50—Gocery 
orld, 
Chicago. 

One of the strongest articles in the canned vegetable line is peas. 
Buyers report difficulty in finding fair quality of peas now at what they 
call *‘ reasonable’’ prices. In fact, ‘‘cheap’’ peas, so-called, are very 
searce, and the same condition will soon apply to the finer grades. Peas 
are considered a good purchase, as is corn, for corn is selling now below 
cost of packing, and when an article is selling below cost it usually takes a 
higher turn before long. Tomatoes are steady. A big demand is being 
had for corn, many retailers making a leader of it. String and Lima beans 
and other canned vegetables are steady. All canned fruits are in demand 
and selling at firm prices Salmon is steady at no change from last Satur- 
day. Prices on salmon cannot very well go lower. Sardines, both domestic 
and imported, are firm. Oysters, coves, are firm and will remain so.— 
Grocers’ Criterion. 

_ St. Louis. 

General trade is fully up to the average for the season, while in some 
lines the average is exceeded, owing to the inadequate provision made by 
distributors for the requirements of the current season when placing orders 
with packers earlier in the year for forward deliveries. This is apparent in 
the active demand for peas and corn especially. Sales of peas have been 
free for several weeks past, the demand having been chiefly for grades at 
joc. to 75c. and less, with the result that such stock in first hands is closely 
cleaned up. According to some reports, there is practically none obtain- 
able, except from Southern packers, and they have comparatively little 
more to sell. The scarcity of cheap peas is turning the attention of buyers 
to the better grades with the result that several sales of good-sized lots 
have been made, including one of Southern sifted at $1.co to $1.10. The 
The market for corn continues to harden and it becomes increasingly diffi- 
cult to find anything of desirable quality at less than soc. at the cannery. 
Tomatoes are guiet, with prices irregular, depending upon the seller's 


view of the situation. The majority of the holders at present are confident 
that buyers will be forced by actual requirements to buy at full prices, and 
consequently are not inclined to make any concessions to secure immediate 
business. There are some who are rather anxious to get rid of their hold- 
ings and such offer to sell at a cut at the cannery. Gallons are scarce and 
firm.—The Grocer and General Merchant,

There is not much change in the situation of canned goods. Jobbers 
complain that canners are very slow in making deliveries. The latest re- 
port is that the deliveries of tomatoes will not exceed 90%, and this makes 
these goods decidedly interesting and would indicate that an advance is 
bound to follow. The second run of salmon, which were sold on this 
market, seemed to have been received dubiously, and sales of same have 
been made under unknown brands, with buyers accepting all risks. The 
standard lines of salmon are meeting with fair trade and at satisfactory 
prices. Finnan haddies are scarce and packers report it sold up. There 
has been quite a little flurry in sardines and some heavy sales have been 
made. The new style of tin (drawn) is being complained about by some 
jobbers, who state that there is more or less leakage, and it would seem that 
in order to make this style of tin popular an improvement would have to be 
made in the method of packing. No fault, as far as can be ascertained, is 
found with the quality of the goods, but, as the keeping qualities are 
thought not to be equal to the old style of tin, it somewhat militates against 
freer sales. It is reported that these sardines have been sold at cut prices. 
Lobsters, owing to their scarcity, are high. 
Toronto, Can. 


There has been no development of importance during week under re- 
view. Strawberries have practically left the market, since packers report 
short deliveries of 50%. Other lines continue unchanged.—Canadian 
Grocer. 


London, England. 

Salmon.—ZIncreased activity has been manifested during the week in 
British Columbia half-pound flats, both on the spot and to arrive, and prices 
continue to advance. One-pound flats are steady, but there is not much 
doing in this size. Talls are also quiet. In Alaska there is very little busi- 
ness passing, but the market is unaltered. Amongst recent arrivals are the 
Lake Manitoba with 6co cases, the Georgic with 1,653 cases, and Celtic 
with 723 cases, all to Liverpool, and the Jersey City to Bristol with goo 
cases. Lobsters.—The market keeps very firm. The Evangeline has 
brought 914 cases. Sardines.—Business continues to be moderate, but with 
stocks of good qualities very nearly exhausted, prices have a firmer tend- 
ency.

cally nil. . Heavy forward sales have been made at constantly increasing 
quotations. The large demand of the last two months has apparently made 
a big inroad into the 1905 pack of salmon.

These are in good demand, particularly good grocery quarters. Fruits 
quiet. Pineapples a little better. Meats inquired for at current rates. 
Rabbits steady.—Grocers’ Gazette. 


Le Roy, N. Y.—One of the evidences of the prosperity and industrial 
activity of Le Roy is that now widely known concern, the Le Roy Canning 
Company. The company was organized in January, 1900, and began build- 
ing in the spring of the same year, the plant being in full operation before 
the close of that summer. The officers of the company are: C. N. Keeney,

the plant is located comprises ten acres of land. The main factory build- 
ing is 36 x 180 feet, cooking-room 36 x 47 feet, two corn sheds 36 x 112 feet 
each, and the storehouse, two stories in height, with large, dry cellar, -is 
64 x 112 feet. The dimensions of the kraut factory are 40 x 100 feet and 
the cabbage storehouse is 34 x 100 feet. The brick boiler-house is equipped 
with three boilers, having a combined capacity of 260 horse-power. The 
business and executive headquarters are in a separate office building, which 
is furnished with every modern comfort and convenience The entire 
works are lighted from the company’s own electric light plant. 


Astoria, Ore.—Articles of incorporation of the West Astoria Packing 
Company were filed for record in the county clerk’s office. The incorpo- 
rators are Peter J. Shistad, E. M. Baker, Charles Pernu, Henry Oleen, K. A. 
Torgerson and John Pentilla, and the capital stock is $25,000. Packing, 
freezing, pickling and canning of salmon and other food fishes and a gen- 
eral cold-storage plant will be ready for operation at the opening of the 
coming fishing season. 


Rockville, Md.—The building of the canning factory at Barnesvilie 
Station now seems assured, as all of the stock of $15,000 has been sub- 
seribed.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Another State has joined the ranks of the Pure-Food advo- 
cates, and is hot on the trail of anything—and everything in the 
food line. That State is Arkansas. Packers shipping to that 
State will do well to take notice. 


And yet if these Puse-Food Laws were just, and properly 
construed and enforced, would there be necessity of this warn- 
ing to canned goods packers? We believe not, at least to the 
great majority of them. It is rather the condiment-makers who 
. need be careful. 


O, Lord, send down Thy manna ! for truly there is nothing fit 
to eat on earth any longer, if we believe the Pure-Food Faddists 
and the various expert Lady Cooks, who are now going about the 
country giving lectures at Food Shows. One of these enthusi- 
asts now declares that the time-honored doughnut and cruller 
are more dangerous than all the whisky and rum in the world! 


Here’s, hoping they will wait until after Thanksgiving 
before condemning the pumpkin pie. 


Potatoes are advancing in price and are expected to go 
higher; canned tomatoes are temporarily declining, but still 
high and most liable to steadily advance, and consequently corn 
is going rapidly into consumption, with every promise of an 
advance in prices. 


Both city securities and Thanksgiving turkeys are selling at 
lower prices than for the past two years, but both are good to 
have even at the lower prices. 


When both stocks and stock are declining it would not be 
surprising if canned goods were affected in the same way, but 
when the case is not so, it is surely time for the canned goods 
packer to be thankful. 


There is a good deal of talk and correspondence going on at 
present respecting the next place at which to hold the Annual 
Convention of the Canners’ Associations next February. 


Reeues are working for several places, and there are “le a 
number of pending difficulties in the way which have not only 
prevented action earlier this year, but some that may still operate 
to embarrass and lose time. 


Thus there developed at the last Convention, as will be 
remembered, what was known or took the name of ‘‘The Na- 
tional Association of Packers of Pure Canned Food,’’ and it was 
supposed that this company would supersede the National Asso- 
ciation of Canned Goods Packers. 


It started out with a great boom and there was quite a rush 


to get in line for the salaried offices it would create in its grand 
plan, but it takes much money to pay many large salaries, and 
evidently this is what temporarily, at least, broke the camel’s back. 


The plan of the company not only created offices, but had 
studied out a means of paying the salaries, and, if the canned 
goods packers of the United States had only come up and become 
members under the obligations, tke movement would undoubtely 
have been a success. 

But that is just what they did not do, probably because a 
membership would have required each packer who was a mem- 
ber to report statistically his pack and to pay a specified sum of 
money on each 100 cases he packed. 


There were two things the packer objected to—viz., to 
report his pack to anybody and to pay money to any company 
on that pack. They, therefore, did not join the Association, 
and it, therefore, had no funds, hence it is passing into innocuous 
desuetude. 


The question of the next meeting place of the combined 
Associations is now being considered, in fact, was considered on 
Tuesday at Chicago, but no decision was arrived at. It was 
determined to leave the decision upon and selection of the place 
to the Presidents of the three Associations—a condition which we 
thought always existed. 


They are, however, at present in correspondence on the 
matter and have many difficulties to overcome. It has already 
been deferred too long. ‘There are always sectional and personal 
prejudices strong in the matter of selecting a point for the Con- 
vention. 


This question was supposed to be robbed of its sectional 
difficulty by the agreement between the Western and the At- 
lantic Associations that it should be held alternately East and 
West, and this was lived up to for some years. But at the first 
Columbus meeting certain powers in the Western Association 
discovered that Columbus was not West, and the next meeting 
was called for at the same place and held there, thus breaking 
the agreement. 

The Machinery and Supplies Association virtually holds the 
balance of power as the third party, but there is division in even 
those ranks this year. The shipping of large amounts of heavy 
or bulky machinery just for exhibition purposes naturally 
touches the pocket nerve of the manufacturer East or West, and 
economy influences his preferences. 


Atlantic City is being advocated by some parties, whilst 
others declare it is too far East. Detroit would be boomed by 
some, only it is known that Detroit is overhauling and recon- 
structing new hotels and will be in no position to entertain Con- 
ventions in February next. 
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CALIFORNIA LETTER. 
Small Fruits Out of Market—All Fruit Scarce and Prices 
Advancing—Corn Canning Abandoned. 
SAN FRAncisco, CAL., November 18, 1905. 
EDITOR THE TRADE:— 

Canned fruit stocks are badly broken; none of the packing 
companies can supply full assortments. Even the California 
Fruit Canners’ Association stocks are pretty well depleted. 
There are no small fruits, blackberries and strawberries being 
entirely out of first hands. The Association has advanced prices 
slightly on some of its fruits, including peaches, pears, apricots 
and grapes. The total pack has been the largest in the history 
of the Association, and the early clean-up is phenomenal. ‘The 
Association has been experimenting with corn raising for two 
seasons, and last year canned some good corn. ‘This year’s crop 
was, however, so nearly a failure, from various causes, that the 
attempt may be abandoned. About 500,000 cases of Eastern 
canned corn are consumed annually on the Pacific Coast. ‘The 
exporting of canned fruits are almost completed for the season, 
the last vessel being on berth for a partial cargo. The Associa- 
tion finished packing tomatoes this week and had a larger pack 
than was estimated a few weeks ago at all its canneries except 
those in the southern part of the State. 

Red Alaska salmon is very dull. Although efforts have 
been made to advance the prices there seems to be no movement. 
Stocks were considerably reduced on Puget Sound, but San Fran- 
cisco jobbers have more, and according to this informant there 
are over 300,000 cases of reds on the Coast. Medium reds are 
entirely out of the market. Pinks have been generally advanced 
2%c a dozen, to 7744c, and stocks are pretty well reduced. The 
cheaper grades are all out, there being no chums at all. 

Rain is badly needed in all sections except the south. The 
soil is too dry in most places for profitable working, pasturage is 
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scarce and cattle are showing the lack of feed. Dairy interests 
are suffering and stock raisers fear the drought will last so long 
that grass will not get a start before cold weather commences. 
Many of the large mines in the Sierra have been compelled to 
suspend operations on account of the scarcity of water and hun- 
dreds of men have been thrown out of employment. In South- 
ern California the rainfall was quite general and was of the great- 
est benefit to farmers, orchardists and stock raisers. Plowing 
and seeding are progressing and the acreage in grain will be lar- 
ger than usual. Pasturage is already showing much improve- 
ment and cattle are doing well. The large reservoirs show con- 
siderable increase in depth of water. Oranges in all sections are 
coloring rapidly and satisfactorily, and the outlook is good for a 
large crop of excellent quality. Orange picking and shipping 
are in progress except where the fruit is always late in maturing. 
Walnuts and olives are yielding fair crops.

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Sardine Canning in the West. 


The construction of the first sardine cannery plant on the Pacific Coast 
was in San Pedro. 

This first plant was erected very much in the nature of an experiment, 
as were the several plants erected shortly afterwards. The conditions on 
this coast are most excellent for the canning of sardines, the main draw- 
back being the size of the fish and the heavy freights to be paid in order to 
put the product on the Eastern market. The market on the Pacific Coast is 
necessarily limited, and a plant to be successful has to stand the extra cost 
of freight to the East. Another drawback is that so far the Western which 
as a rule, is superior to the Eastern domestic fish, has to be sold at the same 
price. In California the sardine is very similar to that of the French coast, 
except they have uo teeth and the belly is less strongly serrate. In packing, 
the very best quality of California olive oil is used and a product par excell- 
ence is put up. On the Eastern coast the fish is packed with a grade of 
peanut or cottonseed oil. The product is necessarily inferior to both the 
imported and the California fish. 

At the present time there are only a few plants on the Pacific Coast and 
these are scattered all the way from San Pedro, California, on the south, to 
Juneau, Alaska, on the north. The standard of the plants vary as much as 
the distance. The California plants packing the California and True sar- 
dine, while the Northern plants utilize anchovy and the small young her- 
ring. There is no government inspection nor any particular tax on the 
product, so it is very difficult to get exact figures on the pack of the various 
plants or a description of the various methods used in packing. However, 
the same general method is used by all, with slight variations at the differ- 
ent plants. 

The fish are caught mostly by the means of small meshed purse seines, 
though, in some instances, drag seines and traps are utilized. When de- 
livered at the cannery they are spread on large tables and sorted over by 
boys and girls. The larger fish are set aside for smoking or for salting, the 
next size for ‘‘ mustards '* and the smaller ones for the ‘‘ oils.’’, The heads 
are then removed by butchers. They hold the fish in the left hand and 
with the right haud press the knife into the back and side of the head of 
the fish, using the riglit thum) for a counter pressure. The head is pulled 
or torn off, rather than cut, aud the esophagus, stomach and most of the 
intestines go with it. The body drops into one basket, the refuse in the 
They are then put into tubs of strong brine and left for 


about half an hour, when they are taken out and rewashed in clean water 
(salt water generally ). 


water below. 


The fish are then drained of surplus water, put into baskets and passed 
on to the drying rooms. This consists of a rounded room with racks and 
shelves on all sides to hold the baskets. In the centre of the room is an 
immense paddle wheel, resembling very much a large paddle wheel of a 
stern-wheel boat. This wheel is stood on end and is so arranged as to 
revolve at a terrific rate. In the centre of the floor is a large pipe bringing 
hot air from the boiler-room. The air is turned on and the wheel set in 
motion and in a few minutes the fish are as dry as a stick. As soon as dried 
they are removed and others substituted. 


After being removed from the drying-room in the same wire baskets 
they are taken to the cooking-room and immersed in boiling oil in open 
vats. As the fish are quite dry, much of the oil is taken up in cooking and 
has to be replaced from time to time by fresh oil. The immersion in oil 
usually lasts about two minutes, but depends on the size of the fish and is 
best guaged by experience. When the caudal fin will break, the fish are 
said to be cooked enough. The baskets are then removed to a table or 
platform with an inclined metal top, where the surplus oil is allowed to 
drain from the fish. After a few minutes the baskets are taken to the 
packing-room, where they are hung on wooden frames over metal-top tables 
for further draining and cooling. 


Several kinds of oils are used in packing, but on this coast the Califor- 
nia olive oil is in preference. In some of the plants a second-grade olive oi] 
is used, and sometimes in the cheaper grades cottonseed oil is utilized. 
This is secured from the East, where it is used generally. In France it is 
common to use this oil to adulterate both the peanut and olive oil. 

Tomato and mustard sauce are also used to give flavor and piquancy. 
With these the fish are packed precisely as when oil is employed, but gen- 
erally larger fish are used. 

Women and girls are usually used in packing the sardines. The fish 
are carefully sorted and placed in the cans, so as to utilize the least space 
and to appear neat when opened. They are generally packed so as to have 
the blue backs uppermost when opened. Spices are usually put in the cans 
in order to flavor them. Cloves are generally used for this. 

The cans are now passed on to the solderer, who places the bottom on 
the can. A small turntable is used for this. The can is put upon this, the 
solderer applies his iron and solder and the can revolves in such a way as 
to completely close the can without any movement on the part of the 
holder of the iron. The cans, now completely sealed, are passed on to the 
boiler, where thgy are cooked for about two hours. This completely cooks 
the fish, softens the bones and also shows up any leaks should there happen

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tobeany. The cans are then put in a large box resembling a modern churn. 
Plenty of sawdust is placed inside with the cans and the whole apparatus 
revolved for some time. The sawdust absorbs the oil and leaves the can 
clean for boxing. 


In a separate part of the building is the canmaking room. Here skilled 
labor is used and the men are paid by job work. The tins are usually deco- 
rated at the factory when the lacquer is applied. On reaching the cannery 
they are slit in the proper sizes by special machines and from there passed 
on to the canmakers. Special machines are here used to shape the tins, 
solder them, etc. As the item of solder forms no small part of the expenses 
of these plants, skilled labor in these departments is a necessity. Work- 
men are often imported from the Eastern coast: for this work. Without 
doubt in a few years Chinamen will be broken in on this and a great saving 
made in labor. 


The refuse from the plants at present is not utilized nor is it sufficient 
to warrant the erection of a fertilizer plant, but this will certainly be done 
later. Small, crude plants can be erected at a small cost and the results 
will more than pay for their operation. 


Dr. Hugh M. Smith, in his report to the Burean of Fisheries on the 
sardine canning industry of France, has the following to say in regard to 
the comparison of the French and American product: 

‘*Observation has shown that French sardines, when of the best quality, 
have a flavor and richness which makes them preferable to any sardine pre- 
pared on the Atlantic coast of the United States from the young of the sea 
herring; French sardines of average grade, even when canned in peanut 
and cottonseed oil, are much superior in palatability tothe great bulk of 
the American output; while the cheaper grades of French sardines—which 
unfortunately find a ready market in the United States—are certainly not 
preferable to much of the native pack. 

While the young sea herring is an excellent fish, it may be admitted 
that even when at its best its meat is inferior to that of the fat young pil- 
chard in richness. The latter has a peculiar flavor which, to a considerable 
degree, is preserved in the canned product, which, however, cannot be 
successfully imitated in the sea herring. However, the difference in flavor 
between the French and American sardines, on which many persons lay 
much stress, appears to the writer to be of only secondary importance. The 
taste for French sardines has been acquired and perpetuated in the United 
States because of the long-continued unsatisfactory quality of American 
sardines. The herring is naturally no less wholesome than the pilchard; if 
it is caught for canning only when in prime condition, and if, in the form 


of deterioration and with such adjuvants in the way of oil, spices, etc., as 
may be suitable, it should and will receive ample recognition at home and 
meet with a constantly increasing demand at prices that now are hardly 
dreamed of. 

The history of a few canneries on our coast during recent years has 
shown that a very marked improvement in the quality of American sardines 
is entirely practicable and, furthermore, is highly appreciated by consum- 
ers, as evidenced by the much higher prices they are willing to pay and the 
steady demand beyone the capacity of the factories. With regard to the 
sardines of the Pacific Coast of the United States, there is no reason why 
they should not, when properly canned, prove equal to the French in every 
respect. The high reputation which has been acquired by the cotmipar- 
atively small quantities packed in California during the past five or six 
years and the excellent prises which they have commanded argue well for 
the success of an extensive business.’’ 

Dr. Smith’s statements in regard to the value of the Pacific Coast fish 
carries a great deal of weight, and there is no doubt but that this coast 
offers a profitable field for enterprise and capital in this line of work.— 
Pacific Fisherman. 

Bangor, Me.—A report from Banger, Me., reads: All the factories of 
the Lubee Sardine Company are running full time. Fish are a little scarce 
at present, but, as only a few factories are in operation, the supply equals 
the demand. 


Nebraska City, Neb.—The Nebraska City Canning Company closed 
recently after the longest and most successful season in the company’s his- 
tory. The total pack comprises 63,600 cases, or 1,468,800 cans, of vegetables 
and fruit. The company opened July 1 and during that time employed 
about 300 persons. ; 

Cleburne, Tex.—Farmers are contributing to a fund to build a canning 
factory in this city. Farmers in different sections of the county are taking 
stock and it is hoped to soon have the required amount subscribed.

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FOOD INSPECTION DECISION NO. 32. 


By H. W. WILEY, Chief of Bureau of Chemistry, U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

FOODS ENTERED FOR THE PURPOSE OF SALE TO OUTGOING SHIPS. 

An importer has made the following statement relating to the labeling 
of certain products, namely: 

We should like, however, to point out to you that our trade is one by 
itself, and these goods and mostly all the other goods that we import are 
not for consumption in the United States, but are shipped by us on board 
foreign-going vessels. Our business is the ship-supply trade, and these 
importations are brought in to enable us to give the same supplies to the 
different vessels as we are im the habit of furnishing in Great Britain. 
Under the circumstances, therefore, we hope if we furnish bonds or give 
you a guarantee that any goods, such as marmalade, imported by us would 
not be consumed in the United States it would enable you to pass the goods 


as they have been of late. 

This is a case similar to F. I. D. 25, ** Food Products Offered for Entry 
and Afterwards Declared to be for Technical Purposes.’’ The principle 
involved is that a declaration respecting the uses to which a food may be 
put does not in any way affect its inspection when offered for entry and 
delivered to the consignee. If a food product be regularly offered for import- 
ation into the United States the subsequent use to which it may be put is 
not a matter which can affect in any way the duties of the inspecting 
officers. It is not the duty of these officers to follow the food into consump- 
tion nor to see what becomes of it after it is delivered to the consignee. The 
duty of these officers is to see that the food at the time of inspection con- 
forms to the provisions of the law; that it has had no injurious substance 
added to it; that it is in a state fit for consumption; that it is properly 
labeled, and that it is not of a character forbidden sale or restricted in sale 
in the country where it is made or from which it is exported. If the foods 
in question conform to these provisions, they are permitted to be delivered 
to the consignee. The purpose of the consignee in securing the goods and 
the disposition which he makes of them after they are secured do uot ap- 
pear to have any bearing upon the subject of the inspection itself. In the 
present case it is declared that the goods are intended to be sold to out- 
going ships. At the time of sailing these steamships are subject to the laws 
of the United States. The provisioning of these ships is made under the 
laws of the United States with articles of food produced in or imported into 
the United States. 

In the enforcement of the law it makes no difference whether the foods 
are intended for disposition in this way or for ordinary consumption. If it 
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is desired to use such foods for transhipment, they could be entered in bond, 
never passed through the custom-house, and removed from bond and _re- 
shipped. If the foods are treated in this way, and thus never brought 
within the jurisdiction of the United States, this Department will have no 
control over them in any way whatever. They would remain solely under 
the control of the Treasury Department, and that Department would see to 
it that they were reshipped beyond the jurisdiction of the United States. 
Even in this case it does not seem, however, that it would be possible to 
sell such goods for consumption on ships carrying the American flag. The 
application of the importer for a special ruling, therefore, in such cases is 
denied.

LABELS ON DETACHABLE WRAPPERS. 

In the examination of certain imported geods to ascertain whether the 
requirements of F. I, D. 17, of Aprril 21, 1905, have been complied with, 
instances have been found where wrappers on which a part of the label only 
is printed are used with packages, and the declarations required in the 
principal label (in conformity with the decision referred to and other de- 
cisions) are omitted. Inspectors of imported food products will be in- 
structed to regard a package as misbranded if a wrapper is placed over the 
label attached to the package and the statements on said wrapper omit any 
of the declarations required on the principal label. 

An illustration of this ruling is found in the examination of a recent 
importation on the principal label of which it is stated that salicylic acid was 
used in the preparation of the sample. The package is inclosed in a 
wrapper on which is found a part of the label, namely, the name of the sub- 
stance, together with the name of the manufacturer, but no statement of 
the fact that salicylic acid was used in its preparation. Inasmuch as these 
packages may be sold without the removal of the wrapper, the wrappers 
would not in their present form convey the necessary information to the 
purchaser and consumer, 

The provisions of this decison will be enforced on and after January 
I, 1906.
